Principle and Honor, basely bartered away for 
present immunity from peril, are rarely ond 
slowly recovered. 

That the ruling classes in Grent Britain 
would generally rejoice in the humiliation of 
this country to political impotence, is evident; 
but wo live in an ago of publicity and moral 
power, wherein war cannot be waged without 
at least a plausible justification, Any nation 
which should deliberately improve the preacnt 
opportunity to make war upon this imperiled 
Republic would be withered by the indignant 
frown of Christendom, Such o war is simply 
impossible without sorious mistakes on our 
own side; and those mistakes must ve avoided 
or repaired. 

Wo insist, then; pe shall be no rap- 

ey Toren power until wo have 
settled our little account with the rebels. Let 
any one insulteer wrong us that may eco fit to 
do co: wo will attead to the aggressor in his 
turn, but not till after we shall have finished 
up the business already in-band.

‘The American Republic is now involved in o 
life-and-death struggle which takes all its re- 
sources and energies. It moy fail in that atrug- 
gle through tho inferiority of ite statesmen nnd 
goverols—hardly otherwise. Should that inferi- 
ority be fairly demonstrated, and prove practi-| 
cally irremediable, we shall readily acquicsce 
in on immediate peace on the best attuinable 
terms, Whenever our rulers and leaders shall 
virtually admit that they are uuablo to copo 
with the rebels, and it is not practicable to re- 
place them by abler aud moro energetic mex, 
wo sball eay that the next thing to be dono is 
to acknowledge and make terms with the Cot- 
ton Confederacy. Such a peace will blot the 
American Republic from among the great na- 
tions of tho earth, reducing it to the rank of 
Spain and Prussia; but what cannot be cured 
aust be endured. Great Britain was hum-| 
bled, not ruined, by the loss of her principal 
American Colonies: on the contrary, sbe has| 
been stronger since than before. ‘The Steam- 
Epgine and tho Spinning-Jenny repaired for her | 
the divastera of Saratoga ond Yi and 
30 this country, should it be its lot by treason | 
to foll, may by genius and industry rise again. 
Its greatest danger to-day is that of a shame- 
ful compromise, not an inglorious peaco. 


Tho necessity of a distribution of its forces 
ia urgent, but not the less deplorable. Sup- 
pose Gen, McClellan bad this day Three Hun- 
dre@ Thousand Men in band, and were thus 
ablo to walk over Beauregard and Manassas 
thie week, and be in Richmond before the end 
| of tho month: what would it matter that ad- 
vantages were won meantime over our weak- 
ned forces, acting strictly on the defensive, in 
Kentucky and Missouri? Hitherto, th rebels 


Tho necessity is an unpleasant 


one: our loyal citizens have not sought but 
deprecated it; we trust it will soon pass avay: 
but it exiets nevertheless; and while it existe 


we muet bear it, and our foreign friends who 
chooso to come or stay among ue will have to 
share it. There is nothing more preposterous 
thon tho quiet assumption that all the privi- 
legos and imraunities of a stato of poace may 
be enjoyed during the existence of war, and 
especially of a civil war so gigautie and terri- 
ble as tbat in which this country is pow in- 
volved. ‘That the British Government hos not 
always mnintained the doctrines now pro- 
pounded through Lord Lyons, 1s sufliciently 
proved by the notorious case of Arbuthnot and 
Ambrister, two British subjects captured by 
Gon, Jackson on foreiga soil, and bung—in our 
judgmont, arbitrarily, needlosly, and with 
queetionablo justice—under martial law by 
said Jacke Phoir case would, wo think, 
have justified a very stera official remonstrance: 
that of Mr. Patrick cortainly does not. 


If it wero asserted that the power exorcised 
by the President in the cases of Mesars. Pat- 
rick aud Rabming had been eo oxercised under 
the impulee of personal malice or other un- 
worlhy motive, we could feel the force of Lord 
Lyons’s representations. But it ia not pro- 
tended that there were no suspicious circum- 
stances justifying the arrest of either of them, 
nor that tuey were subjected to harsher treat- 
ment in any respoct than that accorded to 
‘American citizens laboring under like suspicions 
of complicity with the rebele, Lord Lyons's 
diepateb, therefore, secms to us to assert on 
unwarranted claim of the British Government 
to intorpret our Federal Constitution for Presi- 
dont Lincolo, and to judge for him as to the 
nature aud extent of his duties in a groat and 
odented public exigency. Wo think the 
taxy's positions admirably taken and ably 
sustained, and that he hus the advantage alike 
in the mutter and the manner of his dispatch, 
whieh we trust the country will read with de-

Now any cort of dif- 
ference between our Goyerament ind the Brit- 
ieb or Eronch will be hailed bythem os av 
evidence that foreign help for jheir sinking 
causo is just at band, ond wil be mado to 
servo as blankets for their shivority soldiors and 
to raise the current value of Confderate bonds 
to fifty or seventy-five cents per hshel. It is

Astouxpine Discoveny 1x France.—The fol- 
lowing eounds very much like the stories of the 
Arabian Nights, or Sinbad the Sailor, but as it 
comes from a respectable source, We give it for what 
it is worth: 

It has been @ great mystery to English bankers 
and to the directors of the Bank of England, how 
the builion of the Bavk of France could be co greatly 
jncreoced within the last three years, while the in- 
stitation bas been constantly sending gold to En~ 
gland, to Germany and toAmerica. Net long since 
the Bank of France drew some 15,000,000, in eilver 
rom tbe Bank of England, which it paid for in 
gold bars with the French mint stamp on them. At 
its last report it showed a Dslance of 117,000,000f. in 
gold, while the amount one year ago was under 
50,000,000f.—nearly one-third increase. It is whie- 
pered that this abundance in gold is the result of 
 ecientilic discovery, which the Emperor Napoleon 
has eecured thé monopoly of. Gold ia at the precept 
moment manufactured ut Paris in a secret, manner. 
The principal articles used are not lead and areenic, 
and though it is not known how extensively the 
precious metal is produced, yet eeveral hundred 
wweieht of the matenal are tukea to a certain place 
onthe firet of each mouth. Everything ia con- 
conducted with the utmost secrecy. None of «the 
Svorkmen are allowed to leave, and nothing definite 
can be known; bnt the fact that gold ia produced ie 
beyond peradventure. How long Nepoleon III. 
will be able to keep this wonderfal secret remains to

It is worthy of remark that not only aré bodro- 
phobio patients uniformly terrified at water (unlike 
mbid dogs), and this terror increnses with the ot- 
tempt (o swallow water, but also the moro sound 
of liquid falling in a vorsol, sometimes the mere 
sight of it, and ina few casss even the mention of 
causes terrified gasps. A draught of cold air will 
also produce similur effects, and even the sight of a 
mirror. Dr, Beddoes relates « caso of a patient who 
sobbed convulsively when a mirror was presented to 
him. “gaye him money to induce him to look at 
ita second time, and endeavored togain his attention 
by desiring him to point out in the wirror the sores 
which had given ‘bim most uncasinees, but bofore 
lo bad looked a minate, the same ellect was, pro- 
duced as before.”

._1V.—SIGNS OF MADNESS. 
One of ‘the esrliest cigne, and ous which should 
always aronge attention on the part of those in charge 
of adog, isa sullenncss combined with fidgetiness. 
Tt may, of coureo, be due to kome other maludy than 
rabies;’ bat it is a eymptom to Lo watched. When it 
means rabies, the dog retirea to his bed or basket for 
aeveral hours, and may be ecen thero curled up, his 
face buried between his paws and breast.
